Mutinous  in  the  camp,  cowardly  in 
the  fight,  they  will  rufh  upon  their  enemies,  and  fly 
from  them  with  equal  precipitation  ;  nothing  there- 
fore but  ill  fuccefs  can  be  cxpefled  from  them,  and 
they  give  the  emprefsas  well  as  the  emperor  the  fair- 
ed opportunity  that  could  be  wiflied,  of  further  dif- 
mcmbcring  that  empire.

Vienna,  01.  14.  We  learn  that  the  Ruffians  have 
taken  two  furkiQi  fp'es,  in  the  environs  of  theCan- 
cafus.  They  were  bunged  without  any  formal  procefs. 
We  are  alio  informed,  that  thed.'van  have  fignified  to 
Mr.  de  Bulgakow  the  Ruffian  envoy,  that  their  com- 
plaints have  produced  no  effect,  pieparations  were 
ina'  in,^  for  attack  and  defence. 

Tunis,  Ja:i,  4.  It  is  no  I  >ngcr  poffihlc  to  conceal 
the  difcomen  wjjfch  vifibly  reigns  among  the  mem- 
bers of  our  adfliiniftration,  who  aic  quite  at  a  lofs  to 
fcnow  how  to  refto;c  tinnquility  to  the  ftate.  The 
Venetiooa  have  made  their  appearance  again  on  our 
coafts,  and  unhappily  for  us,  have  had  better  fuccefs 
than  formerly;  but  what  in  Pome  decree  leffens  our 
fear,  and  make*  us  hope  their  defign  is  not  at  prefent 
againft  Suza,  is  the  information  we  have  received, 
that  thcii  foie  intention  is  to  watch  the  Ottoman  Beet, 
which  is  now  in  a  very  diftrefled  fltuation  off 
/lie:  ndrea.  Since  writing  the  above  we  have 
juft  '  eard  that  the  Venetian  fleet  have  begnn  to 
£ie  upon  Siiiia. 

LONDON,  June  13,  1706. 

Wr.  Pitt  in  an  Twer  to  an  enquiry  of  the  carl  of 
Surry,  in  the  debate  in  the  houfe  of  commons  the 
eigth  inftant,  faid,  Undoubtedly  it  was  his  intention 
to  bring  forward  the  bufinefs  of  the  crown  lands  as 
«arly  as  poffihlc;  but  he  was  fearful  nothing  more 
could  be  done  this  year,  than  ufing  parliamentary 
•  utbority  for  a  more  actual  and  accurate  furvey.  As 
for  the  claims  of  the  American  loyalifts,  every  ftcp 
poffihlc  was  taken  to  accomplifJi  the  bufinefs,  but 
he  did  not  imagine  the  Houfe  would  be  called  on 
to  come  to  any  thing  riecifivc  on  that  head  this  year. 

The  larl  advices  from  the  continent  confirm  the 
probability  of  an  approching  rupture  between  the  Ruf- 
fians and  the  turks;  and  that  the  conteit  is  likely  to 


be  a  b'oody  one,  as  the  latter  have  been  fome  time 
prepiirfpg  fecrctly  for  war,  and  manifefts  adifpofitinn 
torifk  their  ve  y  exiftancc  to  a  people  to  regain  their 
loft  credit  among  the  Euiopcan  powers.  The  empe- 
ror, it  is  thought,  will  alio  be  a  party  in  this  war 
for  which  he  is  to  have  an  extent  of  tcritory:  his 
prefent  poffcffions,  extenfive  as  they  ate,  not  be- 
ing frflkicnt  to  fat'sfy  hi*  rapacious  mind. 

Letters  from  Vienna,  Hated  May  12,  metion,  that 
in  cafe  the  houfe  of  Auftria  ffiould  think  fropcf  to 
make  an  alliance  apainft  the  Porre,  in  favour  of  Ruffia 
the  flates  of  Venice  h.ad  voluntarily  rcqticftcii  to  be 
included  in  the  treaty;  and  were,  fbppoiing  a  war 
inevitable,  preparing  for  it  with  the  utinoft  alacrity. 
They  had  1 1  new  gallies  on  the  (locks,  and  had 
Pti: chafed  of  the  emperor  at  Trieftc,  15, ceo  quin- 
tals of  gun  powder. 

Feb.  in.  A  letter  from  Rhcim*,  dated  Feb.  27 
fa^s  "  About  a  fortnight  ago,  a  boat,  with  40  per- 
fons  in  it,  eroding  the  Macfe,  near  Dun,  in  Cle.mon- 
tois,  was  ovcrfet,  and  all  on  board,  except  the 
waterman,  pe:iflicd.

A  labourer  being  told  of  the 
d.cadful  accident,  mounted  a  ftout  horfe  in  an  inftant 
and  jumped  with  him  into  the  river,  frftm  a  bank 
twenty  fat  high.  The  mnment  he  got  above  the 
waves,  he  dircftcd  his  fwimming,  with  his  horfe, 
run  d  ft  thofe  hcad.s{ofthc  women  that  appeared  now 
and  then  abogg  jgr#uir.  |He  feized  eight  cf  them  by 
'their  hair,  ana  let  them  fueceflively  go,  till  he 
found  his  wife,  whom  he  carried  afhorc,  and  after- 
wards on  bis  back  to  a  public  houfe,  where  flie 
gave  fome  fi/ps  of  life;  but  nature,  by  fo  violent 
a  ffiock,  force  !  the  offspring  from  its  mother's  wemb, 
and  they  both  died  in  a  few  minutes  after.  The  hus- 
band, the  unhappy fpcitator  of  fuch  a  difmal  fcene 
did  not  furvive  them  long.  Grief  haJ  preyed  fo  faft 
on  his  heart,  that  he  died  next  morning.  They  were 
all  three  Inuied  in  one  coffin  '1  he  mafiftrates  of 
.the  town  wou'd  have  pvnifhcl  the  waterman  for 
his  ncgligencej  or  want  of  ikill,  but  that,  amongft 
the  victims  of  his  imprudence,  were  his  wife  and  lifter.

ilefhwts  teeth,  bVth  had  leen  fttrelmfed  at  the f amt 
time,  A.l  of  them  had  i>a^s  Made  of  skins,  upon  their 
fioutders:  for  as  they  were  to  travel,  in  the  fog  /ro;n 
the  great  m  iunt.iins,  through  barren  finds  a-d  in  hoj pi- 
table  wools  for  mviy  days  together,  they  were  obliged 
to  carry  wattt  and  provijion  with  the  n  Notw'.thfiand- 
ing  this,  miny  of  them  per/bed,  Jome  by  hu  iger,  but 
the  grealefi  number  by  fatigue ;  as  the  place  from  whence 
they  came  is  at  Juch  at  amazing  di  fiance  from  this \ 
and  the  obQhles,  from  the  nature  of  the  country, 
fo  grtat,  the  journey  could  fcarcely  be  compleated  in 
jffvp"  months*.' 

When  tlrs  re'at;on  was  finiftsd,  and  we  had  looted 
f}ed,'aj}!y  far  Jome  tine  on  the  croud  that  was  going  byy 
•we  loft  fight  of  that  Peculiarity  of  feature -which  wc  had 
before  rem  rked.    IVe  then  dfcovered  the  inhabitants 

the  depopulated  vilage  had  all  of  them  pa{fedus,  and 
that  the  part  of  the  train  to  which  we  were  nowoppo- 
fite,  was  a  numerous  body  cf  kidnapped  people.

While  we  were  engagedin 
thefe  and  other  melancholy  reflexions,  the  whole  body  of 
Jlives  had  entirely  faffed  us,  We  turned  almift  infen. 
fibly  to  look  at  themagaiiiy  when  we  dfcovered  an  un- 
Ji-p;y  man  at  the  end  of  the  train,  who  could  fcarcely 
keep  pace  with  the  reft.  His  feet  feemed  to  Invejufter- 
ed  much  from  long  and  conftant  travelling,  for  he  was 
limpi  [|  painfully  along. 

'  This  man'  re  fumes  the  African,  *  has  traveled  a 
confiderable  way.  He  lived  at  a  confidcrable  way  from 
hence,  and  had  a  large  family,  for  whom  he  was  daily  to 
provide.  Ashe  we;:t  out  one  night  to  a  neighbouring 
f  ring  to  procure  water  for  his  thirfty  children,  he  was 
kidnapped  by  two  fttve  hunters,  who  fold  him  in  the  mor- 
ning to  jome  country  merchants  for .  bar  of  iron.  Thefe 
drove  him  with  nher  Jives,  procured  almoft  in  the  fame 
manner,  to  the neareft  market,  where  the  Engl ifb  mer- 
chants, to  whom  the  train  that  has  \uft  faffed  us  belongs, 
puri  hafed  h  m  and  two  others,  by  means  of  their  traveling 
age  us,  far  a  ■>>,  hit.  H'.s  wife  and  children  have  been 
long  waiting  for  his  return,  but  he  is  gone  j  or  ever  from 
the  r  fight ;  and  muft  now  be  di  conjolate,  as  th°y  mujl  be 
certain  ty  the  delay,  that  he  is  fallen  into  the  bunds 
of  the  CHRISTIANS.
